This was 
the belief of the 150 delegates who 
gathered at Atlantic City, N. J., this 
month under the banner of the Na- 
tional Potters of America. 

The delegates went to the conven- 
tion with the belief and a realization 
that the method of reaching the goal 
sought and desired by every working 
man in the universe is solidarity. 

In the pottery industry there are 
many crafts repfesented, each under 
a different organization, working for 
the same end—their own salvation 
from the ravages of greed; but not 
as a unit, or as 
in harmony. 

They are pulling at the lifeline 
from different directions, causing a 
waste of energy, 
iveness. 

These men have seen the inefficien- 
cy and fmpotency of these methods 
and passed a resolution advocating 
the establishment of an industrial 
union of all the men of whatever 
vocation who manufacture pottery. . 

The potters by this move hope to 
entrench themselves against the en- 
croachments of those who are not 
conscious of their needs and their 
inherent rights. 


Realizing the dangers of their con- 
dition, the potters’ convention draft- 
ed and passed resolutions to be pre- 
sented to the American Federation of 
Labor, which will conveke this fall, 
urging then to weld more perfectly 
the bonds between the thonsands of 
organizations which are at the pres- 
ent time affiliated, but powerless to 
ald brother organizations when in 
trouble and difficulty.
